The 
fighting Is done 


, from the wrist and the slightest move- 
ment of the head, even though It be 
unintentional 
or 
accidental, 
would 


suKSest cowardice and cause a dismis- 
sal from tho Korps. 
The four main 


strokes are called Terx, Prim, Quart 
and 
Huruhzleher. 
Tho last stroke, 


with tho wrist turned back, is extreme- 
ly ditlk-ult and unless the opponent 
keepr his point well down you can 
run your Schlaetrer underneath his 
blade and give him a cut under the 
left side of the chin. 
This Is termed 


a "pull through." 


There Is great art In Schlaeger fight- 


ing, 
and whero two men are well 


matched the duel Is a long one. 
The 


faco Hlone is slashed; how deep the 
wounds are made shows In the faces 
of so many noted Germans. 
A sear 


from Heidelberg Is regarded aa an 
honor, and no effort Is made to efface 
the mark after It has healed. 
The 


most serious duels sometimes reach 
forty-five rounds and are arranged by 
a special court of honor composed of 
students. 
When the two combatants 


face each other the umpire demands 
silence, and at the word "Go!" the 
men begin. 
Hlood often flows at the 


first slash. 
Frequently a second will 


have the duel stopped while he ex- 
amines a wound or wipes away tho 
blood. 
A surgeon is always present, 


and he too examine* the ala*he> from 


time to time, and thft fight goes on un- 
til the members of ono of the Korps 
decide that their man has been de- 
feated or the surgeon declares that fur- 
ther wounds may be dangerous to life. 
After the fight Is ended the men go to 
thu ante-room to have their wound* 
dressed. 
Blood flows freely as the 


members of the Korps to which the 
victor belongs crowd around to con- 
gratulate him. 
Stitches are put In 


without the use of an anesthetic and 
tho wounded nmn never winces, and 
under no consideration must he at- 
tempt to attend to the wounds with- 
out tho surgeon's orders. 
Even tho 


wiping off of a little congealed blood 
will cost the man a fine or a few days 
In the Career. 


At least two duels are fought every 


day of ths thirty weeks of the Univer- 
sity term, and twelve hundred students 
take part In the fights each year, so It 
can be seen how laborious Is the work 
of the surgeons. 
The pluck of the 


German student duelist is marvelous, 
and ho receives the slashes of tho 
Schlaeger without the .slightest sign of 
fear or pain. 
On one occasion last 


yoar a man's head was laid open about 
tho width of the thumb and fourteen 
stitches were, required, yet this man 
smiled at the surgeon as he worked. 
Certain members of the Korps are ap- 
pointed lo keep a record of these af- 
fairs for circulation of Information 
among Its members. 


Tell tlie German student that his 


duelling Is barbarous nnd ho will at 
once defend It by declaring that It is 
rarely fatal, and If so. Is caused by 
subsequent Indiscretion. 
He will also 


enumerate thu numerous football fa- 
talities of our country. 
While the 


German duel can hardly be termed 
sport from 
the American point of 


view. It Is a most excellent training In 
| fortitude and self control under condi- 
tions of danger and hardship. 
So goes 


the round of German student lift- so 
different from our own. but perhaps. 


I with Its seeming cruel sports and cus- 
toms building a character and man- 
hood as sturdy and as self-reliant as Is 
the product of our American Univer- 
sities
